Liquid Brass at 2,500 De- 
grees Poiircfl Into 
Moulds 

PLATING EXPLAINED 



Production of Plumbing 

Supplies Observed in 
f Robertson's Plant 

i . — 

Commerce Juniors were fortunate 
In Imvinç another apporlunlly to see 
ft foundry in operation, at James Ho- 
bcrtsons, Ltd. Tlio trip yesterday was 
under the supervision of Professor R. 
3>. Thompson, and commenced at llic 
extensive head offices at 2:30 p.m 
The production of water faucets, taps. 
I)ipoSi and oth'er fixtures was seen and 
explained from the place where the 
l>rass is cxst, ptilislied, plated, thread- 
ed, packed and put on the market. 

The first process In the making 
of water fixtures, is the casting of 
the brass Into lis rough form. The 
Robertson foundry Is a high and ahy 
structure ■nith scvcr.al glowing blast 
furnaces at one end. Throd men arc 
needed to carry the red hot flrcproot- 
cd clay receptacles, contajnhis moul- 
lon brass at CoOO dosroos f.-ihi-enhcit. 
The brass in this stale is poured into 
epcclal sand moulds and hardens 
within a few minutes. To obtain the 
hollow portion inside the taps or fix- 
tures, as the case may be, a baked 
sand shape is so placed that the brass 
will flow all around it and give the 
Jight thickness of pipins- 

Chromium Plating Expensive 

The moulds in their rough alalo arc 
next taken to the polishing depart- 
ment, lîere the moulds, arc "buffed," 
that is scraped and polished into .t 
fit state for a good plating job, and 
then placed into the nickel plating 
bath. Chromium plate per square 
foot costs 40 cents more than nickel, 
but the result has a hlphcr t'loss and 
does not rusi. The chromium plate- 
is iisuaJly put on top of ùic original 
nickel plate and the operation take.s 
anywhere from 20 minutes upwards 
Nickel plate looks yellow in compari- 
Bcn to chromium. 

The next important protes.'! is the 
threading of the moulds. Dyes are 
proQuced in the factory itself and the 
correct angle for the thread to tet 
at Is also calculated before th<- opera- 
tor u.-iff? the threading machines. Once 
set, a machlue will turn out from 000

Music Based on 
Nervous System 

Dr. Babkin Talks to Psvcho* 
logical Society 

EXPLAINS PHENOMENA 



Jazz Produces Effect Bc> 
cause People Arc Con- 
ditioned to It . 

"Whatever definition of music may 
be given, it must be recognized that 
it is based on certain faculties of U)c 
nervous system." This was the es- 
sence of the address given to the 
Psychological Society last night by 
Dr. D. Babkin ol the Psychological 
Department. Therefore it seems rea- 
sonable to find out. what physiological 
processes form the basis of music. 

Such an- attempt is justified by two 
well-known facts concerning music. 
Perhaps more than any other art 
music appeals to tho majority of peo- 
l)le, and what is very remarkubje, It 
pla.vs in their lives, often lunconsci- 
ously, a greater part than any of the 
other arts. Tli'e second fundamental 
fact concerning music is tho differ- 
ence in musical capacity between in- 
dividuals. 

Explains Phenomena 

iJr. Babkin said that his flificu.'î.sion 
was only an attempt to explain some 
musical phenoraen.i from tlie point of 
view of the psychology of the nervous 
system. The basis of music is, of 
course, the reaction of animals and 
man to sound and noise. This reac- 
tion on different level.s of life is of 
a reflex natuie. Dr. Babkin .slated tliai 
one become conditioned to a certain 
type of music and an effect is pro- 
duced. Church music produces its ef- 
fect because one is conditioned to it 
from Childhood. 

JaKK, the most popular music uf 
our day, is not in itself a danger be- 
cause it has a certain charm, but In 
its monotony. It is conditioned in 
young people witli many important 
i-vents of their lives «ijcii as love, 
dancing, tiieatres.- It will be very dlf-

".Vlthough we may not know it, we 
are dependent on the engineer for our 
comfort, our well-being, and under 
present conditions, almost tor our 
very existonco", dcchired Professor U. 
do L. French at tho Mechanics IWt 
.slilute last night in Ills lecture on 
"The Knginecr and the Public." 

During his Icoluro the speaiter out- 
lined the various ways in which sei- 
enco and engineering aro linked up 
with our cvcry-day power, water sup- 
ply, and communication systems. 
Electric Supply Described 

ProfcfJsor Frencli first outlined the 
electricity supply of the city, describ- 
ing the seven plants upon which t'..e 
.M.II.L. & P. depends for their power. 
The first electric light in Montreal 
was put up in JST9, while three years 
later the first power company began 
to operate. There was "a period of 
very rapid progress from this time 
until 1917 when tho ditferjr' compan- 
ies consolidated to form the Jlontrcal 
Liglit Jlcat and Power Company, 
which Is tho fourth largest privately 
owned concern of this typo Jn the 
world. 

Passing to the gas supply, the pro- 
fessor described the gciMiral princi- 
ples of the plant at La Sallo, which 
produces largo ciuantitics of g.os, bc- 
.sldca colic and otbcr by-products. 
Water Supply Good 

Montreal, according to the speaker, 
Is rather favorably situated as far 
as a water supply is conaerncd, since 
the waters of the St. lAwrenco can 
be used for drinking, even thougli 
they must bo purified. Starting from 
a few miles of wooden pipe and two 
cistenis, tlie moans for supplying the 
city with water have grown to an 
elaborate system of piping, puniiis, 
and purifying plants. Slides of some 
of the organic inhabitants of drink- 
ing-water were shown. Including one 
of the bacillus eoli, which, althoiiKb 
harmless, in Itself, serves as a valu

The ]irogrc.ss of t"ne world from time 
immemorial lias depended on the dissatis- 
faction of youth With existing conditions 
and on the effort made to change these 
. condjuans. Deeas wnich have ailected the 
history of the worid can often be traceu 
back ;o yo-jthiul urtams of reform while 
ihobc via men wncse names live in the his- 
• tory were lired with youthful enthusiasm. 

J^resent day youth is discontenteu 
.Jazz, uance raauness, and easily love have 
brougnt in their w-ake world-weary cycni- 
cism instead of the joy and happiness 
■which they were supposed to bring. Al- 
ready the signs of discontent are being 
made manifest in a reaction — the swing- 
■ing of the pendulum — and youth is once 
:inore trying to interest itself in world 
problems and oi)ce more is trying to take 
up the old old task of remaking the world. 

No doubt it will take years before 
:poi^Mng-'really big is done by the modern 
' genei-aiibn but when this event does oc- 
.;cur there will assuredly be reflected in it 
'the discontent which its author experien- 
ced in youth whatever it is, it will be an 
attempt to make things better for the next 
generation so that this discontent will dis- 
appear — but it will an attempt only.

"j'outh will always seek new fields to con- 
u.uer. 'j'hus will youth carry on the pro- 
grès.- of liie world. 

Advertising a University 

No iai'ge uiiiv(.'i> iiy m-ods publicity. 
Motii jiot'ijie wiii agifcf on that point, but 
ïcw realize lliat an institution's reputa- 
tion is subject to numuj'ous fluctuations 
up or down in thf public favour. Possibly 
two major influences may be selected as 
having nioi-e to do than others with the 
disseminating of knowledge concerning a 
seat of learning. 

Students themselves play a very lai'ge 
paj't in the impressions received abi'oad of 
a university. The press makes a habit of 
i'epoi'ting any un.seeinly activities, whether 
they occur witliin university territory or 
.?not and distant newspapers frequently 
copy the- iicm.^. Or student demonstra- 
tions made in .strange cities upon the oc- 
casion of a football game or the like often 
tend to give oiilooker.s faLse impressions. 
Students, then, boar a* large .sluire of the 
responsibility of maintaining a favourable 
reputation for their alma mater. 

The othei- influence which permeates 
beyond tlie college gates to help build up 
the university's name is that genei'ated by 
the professors. Their value is not fully 
:appreciated till they are called away to 
other ta.sk.s. lucGiH is singularly fortunate 
in possessing a staff which is a credit to 
her name. The sichievements of those en- 
gaged in research arc broadcast universal- 
ly; othei-s are frequently called on for ad- 
vice; v/hile still others have set themsel- 
ves to the writing of books. It is known 
that cci'tain iirofcssors have taken more 
than a personal interest in the department 
of the University in which they are Jo- 
catcd; they have gone .so far u.s to encour- 
agu it.s development, .sub.sidi/.ed from their 
own re-soui'ce.s. 

McGill students have done their .share 
to keep the name of the Univer.sity highly 
esteemed. Tlii.s is equally applicable in 
both the field.s of intellectual and athletic 
enterprise.

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ECONOMIC ADVICE 
TO CANADIANS 



"ECONOMIC POWER FOR CANADA" by J. Alex. 
Alkin, The Maemlllan Company of Canad.1, To- 
ronto. 265 pp ^2.00. 

Mr. Aikln'H purpose In writing llila book, ami 
here wo uro quollne the ntitlior himself, waH "tu 
review llio trenil of economic events In Cnnnila 
with a view to dctcrnilhc (lie right and bent action 
on economic policy." 

The idea lij well conceived, but not nu-wcll o.-s- 
ecuted. The task Mr. AlkIn »cl hlmxelf, however, In 
a illffiouU l'Ile aiiil somo .sliurl -coiniiiBS mlglit well 
be overlooked, ir this book only uwakons the people 
of Canada to tho neeil for further research and 
plain, hard thinklne: alons the lines bo baa laUl 
out, It will have served a. vnUinblo i>urposc. A book 
of tills typo, sufficiently lucid to iippoal to the ecn- 
er.nl render, and sutficicntl.v authenticated for une 
In college clasa rooms, would (111 a long-left want. 

The chief defect of this book is Its too limited 
scope. The survey of Canadian economic history in 
iiinilcd to the political and economic cvciit.i ot tlin 
last two ye.irs. Canad.a's economic iiroblems nro 
iliitlllcd into ono major problem— that of cvolvlnfj 
a compromise tariff policy which would aid all 
parts of the Dominion without bearing loo heavily 
upon any one part. Mr. .\lkin viry aptly leniarks 
that, "election .pledges for .•ïwifl and radical tariff 
legiflaiion misinterpret tho complex situation In 
Canada." 

Our parliamcntoi-Ians would be well advised to 
l)rar this dictum in mind. It would be unwise to 
frame our fiscal policy upon what has occurred to 
our trade balances during tho lost few years, ns 
Mr. Alkln .ippeara to suggest. This would likely 
lead to the undesirable and radical tariff percent- 
ages which he warns against. 

Canada's economic difficulties rise from much 
deeper sources than tariff percentages and trade 
balances. A book upon Canada's economic problems 
should begin with the physical .features and na- 
tural resources of the country. Full cognizance 
should be taken of the advantages and disad- 
vantages imposed by nature. Canada is not kii 
economic unit and cannot be governed as though 
it were. The real question In Canada Is to what 
extent we dare override the laws of economics for 
the sake of keeping the country an undivided na- 
tion. A full and c'Chausiivc study ot the real results 
of submerging economic for political considerations, 
and of political for «sconomlc in solving our past 
problems is heeded as a guide for the future. 

We hope that . Mr. Alkln's . hook will inspire

L'lt to thn end dt July the regular 
students are still at the University nnd thcne 
courses afford tlio Canadian collcgo or unlver.iity 
student an excellent opportunity lo bccomo fami- 
liar with tho various phases ot European under- 
graduate life. No^ only are tliese holiday courses 
open to lîngllsh-KpeakIng students but arc attend- 
ed by scholars from nil over the world nnd cer- 
tainly no better meeting- place could be found for 
tlio International c.\cliangQ of student ideas than 
tills most internationally attended of all univer- 
sities, 

Th« lectures will "de.il mainly with subjects 
drawn front German Literature, Folk-lore, Music, 
Art, Pedagogy, History and p::conomlcs, as well as 
with problems relating to the Intellectual life of 
Gorninn.v. I..angungo classes of two hours each 
will be held every dny throughout tlic rtiirallon of 
tho whole course. The.-ie claosca will be restricted 
to as small classes of studcnt.<! as possible In or- 
der that tho maximum of profit moy be derived 
from them, and will be arranged In grades. Lower, 
Intermediate, and Higher. For those wishing to 
teach German, there will be special teachers' 
courses. At .^ttiejj^ndj, of the language courses there 
win be an cxamtnallon for those who wish it and 
successful candidates will receive the University's 
Diploma for their work. 

During tho course of tho svimmcr, excursions 
conducted by members of the various faculties will 
bo made to numerous beauty spots in tho. sur- 
rounding country, including the beautiful valley 
of the Neckar, the uniquely nmnlficlent Black 
Forest, to Mannheim and to Speyer, whose cathe- 
dral Is beyond doubt one of tho finest .•çpecimen.s 
ot German Gothic in the world. 

For the benefit of foreign students there will 
be a special Illumination of the Castle. Thia is 
acknowledged to be one of the most wonderful 
spectacles in all Europe and on account ot the c:{- 
pense is a very infrequent occurence. Tho effect is 
produced by hundreds of flares ot different colors 
illuminating t<io inner court-y.ardK thereby sil- 
houetting the outer wallB, turrets and windows.

Subsidizatiou of 
Athletics Scored 

N.S.F.A. Meets in Atlanta lo 
Discuss National Problems 

Salt Lake City, Jan. IC— (Special 
from Utah Chronicle)— "Tho National 
Students' Federation of America went 
on record as strongly opposing any 
subsidization ot athletes." reporied 
Wesley Anderson, pre.^ident of the 
A.S.U.U., upon his return from Atlan- 
ta, Georgia, where he has been at- 
t>;ndlng the sixth annual congress of 
the N.S.F.A., which look place Decem- 
ber 29 to January 2. Tho classification 
of collcelato alhletl'cs. giving special 
consideration to tlio rise of commer- 
cialism which has Just lately entered 
the field, was tho major end sought 
by tho congress. 

The Carnegto report on subsidizing 
was reviewed at tho congies.s, ami 
Anderson reports that the great num- 
ber ot colleges throughout the country 
which Indulge In proselyting ot nth- 
letCB Is Indeed astounding. The major- 
ity of colleges in the southeastern and 
southern parts of tho United States 
make a common practlco ot paying 
their athletes; some of them even pay- 
ing as high as fifty dollars a week to 
their football players. Of course, these 
schools are not recognized by any con- 
fitronces. 

^\^len n.sked If ha thought the con- 
grous was worthwhile. Amlcrsoii an- 
swered thill many Important problems 
had been solved ut the convention and 
all in all, ho considered tho congress 
hod boen very beneficial. "However," 
hé said, "I was rather disappointed In 
the discussion group.s which wero held 
at Atlanta. Tiiere wero so many inslg- 
nlflcaiit, unknown colleges represented 
at the convention that a groat dea! 
of tho lime was wasted in discussing 
their problems that should havo been 
devoted to tho problem ot tlie luajoi 
colleges." Mr. Anderson went ou ti.. 
say that ho thought grc;aor bonuti 
would bo durlvud from smaller dis- 
cussion groups made up oC schools o( 
tho samo size and confrontoit with the 
sumo lypo ot problems.
